DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 04/03/2008, with respect to Claims 1- 
24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 103 and Double 
Patenting, have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-24 
recite a sealed collection device with a cap comprising an inner wall tapered 
downwardly and where the inner wall has a plurality of striations with a thickness. 

4. The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest such a cap.
